— A  plan  for  "  national  membership  "  in 
the  Co-operative  movement,  whereby  any 
member  of  a  retail  Co-operative  Society 
would  be  credited  with  dividend  on  pur- 
chases made  from  other  Societies,  is  to  be 
discussed  at  the  annual  Co-operative  Con- 
gress to  be  held  at  Brighton  in  Whitweek. 

Shop  Closing  Hours. — A  memorandum 
issued  by  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  on 
May  15  states  that  the  recommendations  of 
the  Cowers  committee  on  shop  closing  hours 
(see  C.  &  D.,  May  3,  p.  479)  do  not  involve 
any  change  from  the  times  at  which  shops 
close  at  the  present  time,  but  simply  advo- 
cate the  shortening  of  the  statutory  hours 
of  opening  by  one  hour. 

Whooping-cough     Vaccine     Trials.  — 

Trials  of  a  whooping-cough  vaccine  (see 
also  p.  586)  are  being  carried  out  by  Man- 
chester Public  Health  Department  in  co- 
operation with  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil.   Inoculations  are  being  given  to  chil- 
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dren  aged  between  six  and'' eighteen  months 
who  have  neither  previously  suffered  from 
whooping-cough  nor  received  injections 
against  it.  Some  800  parents  have  given 
permission  for  their  children  to  participate. 

Wholesale  Prices  in  April. — A  further 
increase  of  1.9  per  cent.,  as  measured  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  index  number,  was  re- 
gistered in  wholesale  prices  during  April, 
bringing  the  rise  in  the  four  months  to 
nearly  4  per  cent.,  against  6  per  cent,  in 
the  whole  of  1946.  Among  "  chemicals  and 
oils,"  the  most  important  increases  were  in 
crude  palm-kernel  oil  and  refined  ground- 
nut oil.  Miscellaneous  chemicals  showed  a 
rise  of  7^  per  cent.,  and  coal-tar  products 
and  drugs  groups  each  rose  by  i  per  cent.

N.H.S.  Executive  Councils. — The  Min- 
ister of  Health  has  circulated  to  all  local 
health  authorities,  and  to  all  local  Medical, 
Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Committees, 
copies  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Executive  Councils)  Regulations,  1947 
(S.R.  &  O.,  1947,  No.  889).  Under  Part  I 
of  the  regulations,  local  authorities  and  com- 
mittees are  required  "  forthwith  "  to  notify 
the  Minister  in  writing  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  persons  appointed  by  them  to 
be  "  original "  members  of  an  Executive 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  to  notify  the 
clerk  of  the  Council  of  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  any  other  members  appointed 
by  them.  Part  I  also  prescribes  the  terms 
of  office  of  members.  Part  H  lays  down 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  Executive 
Councils.  Part  III  provides  for  the  ap- 
pointment by  an  Executive  Council  of  an 
Ophthalmic  Services  Committee  to  arrange, 
on  behalf  of  the  Council,  for  the  testing  of 
sight  and  the  supply  of  optical  appliances. 
Of  the  sixteen  members  of  an  Ophthalmic 
Services  Committee,  three  must  be  ophthal- 
mic opticians  and  one  a  dispensing  optician. 
Among  qualifications  recognised  by  the 
regulations  for  such  opticians  is  member- 
ship of  the  Institute  of  Chemists-Opticians. 
According  to  a  statement  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  May  15,  most  local 
authorities  and  committees  concerned  have 
already  submitted  names  of  persons  ap- 
pointed by  them  to  the  first  Executive 
Councils  which  are  now  in  the  process  of 
being  set  up.

Northern    Ireland    D.D.    Order. — The 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  (Application)  Order 
(Northern  Ireland),  1947,  which  came  into 
force  on  May  i,  brings  under  the  control 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  the 
following  substances:  — 

Dihydrodesoxymorphine  (commonly 
known  as  desomorphine)  its  salts  and  any 
preparation,  admixture,  extract  or  other 
substance  containing  any  proportion  of 
dihydrodesoxymorphine  ; 

Pethidine  ( i  -methyl-4-phenyl-piperidine- 
4-carboxylic  acid  ethyl  ester)  its  salts  and 
any  preparation,  admixture,  extract  or 
other  substance  containing  any  proportion 
of  pethidine  ; 

Any  preparation,  not  being  a  preparation 
capable  of  external  use  only,  made  from 
extract  or  tincture  of  Indian  hemp. 


Any  person  or  firms  (other  than  those 
authorised  under  the  Dangerous  Drug  Re- 
gulations) concerned  in  the  manufacture, 
sale  or  distribution  of  any  of  the  drugs  and 
preparations  afTected  should  apply  to  the 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs,  Stor- 
mont,  Belfast,  for  licences  to  permit  them  to 
continue  their  activities ;  applicants  should 
state  in  detail  the  nature  and  extent  of  their 
trade  in  the  drugs  and  preparations  con- 
cerned during  the  past  twelve  months.  [A 
similar  Order  became  effective  in  Great 
Britain  on  January  i  (see  C.  &  D., 
1 946.1. 764).]

all  that  has  been  and  is  being  done  to  ensure 
innocuous  advertisements  the  Council  con- 
tinues to  hand  out  the  old  cliches  about  the 
alleged  iniquities  of  the  proprietary- 
medicine  trade?  "What  I  tell  you  three 
times  is  true,"  wrote  Lewis  Carroll ;  in  a 
world  of  fantasy  a  statement  is  presumably 
more  true  and  more  profound  if  it  is  made 
with  a  solemn  face  and  at  great  length. 
From  many  disreputable  conclusions  drawn 
by  the  Council,  I  select  No.  15,  which  asserts 
that  the  collective  influence  of  these 
numerous  advertisers  of  medicines  prevents 
the  ventilation  of  reforms  in  the  public 
Press,  "  and  so  derogates  from  the  principle 
of  the  freedom  of  the  Press."  For  several 
years  past  I  have  noticed  that,  in  one  daily 
newspaper  (and  possibly  in  others),  one  day 
of  the  week  is  distinguished  by  a  large 
number  of  advertisements  from  drapers, 
furriers  and  other  classes  of  trader  catering 
for  feminine  adornment.  The  absurdity  of 
the  Council's  fifteenth  conclusion  would  be 
matched  if  some  corporate  body  wrote  to 
a  Cabinet  minister  stating  that  so  massive  a 
display  of  advertisements  of  a  single  type 
must  adversely  affect  "  the  principle  of  the 
freedom  of  the  Press." 

Science  at  Glasgow  University 

The  announcement  that  the  bicentenary 
of  the  establishment  of  a  lectureship  in 
chemistry  at  Glasgow  University  is  to  be 
celebrated  during  the  coming  summer  (o. 
545)  is  of  considerable  interest.  People  in 
the  South  of  England  are  apt  to  speak  and 
write  as  if  all  universities  other  than  those  of 
Oxford,  Cambridge  and  London  were  of 
little  account.  Actually,  the  University  of 
Glasgow  compares  favourably  with  any 
other  British  institution  of  the  same  kind, 
in  accomplishment  as  well  as  in  age. 
Founded  as  a  studium  generale  by  Papal 
Bull  in  1450/51,  the  University  acquired  in 
1460  a  building  that  remained  its  home  for 
more  than  400  years.  Part  of  its  library 
dates  from  the  fifteenth  century.  The  lec- 
tureship in  chemistry  developed  in  181 7 
into  a  chair  ;  and  in  course  of  time  chairs  in 
botany,  materia  medica.  bacteriology, 
organic  chemistry  and  physiological  chemis- 
try were  set  up.  In  chemistry  and  sciences 
related  to  it  the  record  of  the  University 
is  almost  unrivalled.  To  realise  this  we  have 
only  to  recall  the  nnmes  of  William  Cullen.

— At  Liverpool,  on  May  16,  Edward 
George  Hodskinson,  M.P.S.,  17  Woolton 
Street,  Woolton,  was  fined  a  total  of  £20 
on  charges  of  procuring  for  himself,  with- 
out authority,  forty-six  tablets  of  morphine 
sulphate  on  or  about  February  15,  and 
1,091  tablets  of  the  same  drug  on  or  about 
November  10,  1946,  and  of  failing  to  re- 
gister the  receipt  of  morphine  sulphate  in 
1945.  He  pleaded  guilty.  Prosecuting 
solicitor  said  that  shortly  after  Hodskinson 
had  ceased  to  manage  a  pharmacy  in  AUer- 
ton  in  February,  information  reached  his 
former  employer  which  led  to  investigation 
being  made.  It  was  found  that  forty-six 
tablets  were  missing  from  one  shop  and  un- 
accounted for  by  any  entries  in  the  books. 
At  another  shop,  1,091  tablets  were  un- 
accounted for.  If  Hodskinson  had  gone  to 
a  doctor,  there  would  not  have  been  any 
difficulty  in  having  these  quantities  of  mor- 
phine sulphate  tablets  prescribed  for  him. 
The  prosecution  accepted  Hodskinson's 
statement  that  he  took  the  tablets  to  relieve 
pain  in  a  leg.  It  was  seriously  injured  in 
1933,  and  he  had  undergone  nine  surgical 
operations  on  it. 

INQUESTS 

Died  in  Nursing  Home. — That  death 
was  due  to  an  overdose  of  a  mixed  barbi- 
turic acid  poison  was  revealed  at  an 
inquest  at  Hammersmith,  recently,  on  a 
sixty-seven-year  old  woman  who  was  found 
dead  in  bed  in  a  nursing  home  to  which 
she  had  just  been  admitted.

Death  of  Sir  Frederick  Gowland  Hopkins,  F.R.S.

Discovery  of  Vitamins 

In  pharmaceutical  circles  Sir  Frederick  is 
perhaps  best  known  for  his  researches  in  con- 
nection with  vitamins.  Some  results  of  his 
early  experiments  which  had  extended 
intermittently  over  several  years,  were 
published  in  191 2. 
Inadequate  purifi- 
cation of  materials 
had  led  earlier 
workers — and  led 
later  workers  also 
— to  claim  that 
successful  nutrition 
might  be  obtained 
on  artificial  dietar- 
ies. Sir  Frederick 
employed  diets  in 
which  purification 
of  the  protein,  car- 
bohydrate, and  (as 
the  author  then 
thought)  of  the  fats 
administered  had 
been  fully  carried 
out.  A  novel  feat- 
ure of  the  experi- 
ments was  that  he 
showed  by  estima- 
tions of  the  energy 
consumption  of  the 
animals  that  dietary 
failure  was  not  due 
to  an  insufficient  food  intake.  Growth  ceased 
at  a  time  when  the  animals  were  consuming 
food  in  more  than  sufficient  quantities  to 
maintain  normal  growth.  His  announce- 
ment of  the  importance  of  "  accessory 
food  factors  "  (vitamins)  in  normal  diets 
came  in  1912.  In  19 14  a  Professorship  of 
Biochemistry  v/as  created  for  him  at  Cam- 
bridge and  ia  1921  he  became  the  first  Sir 
William  Dunn  Professor  of  Biochemistry. 
An  original  member  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  Sir  Frederick  retired 
from  it  in  1930,  though  he  accepted  office 
on  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Nutrition  set 
up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1931.  He 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Royal  Society 
in  1905,  received  the  Society's  Royal  medal 
in  1 918  and  its  Copley  medal  in  1926, 
He  was  vice-president  of  the  Chemical 
Society  in  1921,  was  knighted  in  1925,  re- 
ceived the  medal  of  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries in  1928,  was  President  of  the  Royal 
Society  in  1931  and  of  the  British  Associa- 
tion in  1933.

The  possibility 
that  this  would  happen  emerged  from  a 
colloquy  between  Mr.  F.  W.  Skinnard  and 
the  Minister  of  Food  on  May  12,  when  Mr. 
Strachey  was  asked  whether  a  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  available  supplies  of  glucose 
would  be  allocated  to  retail  chemists,  in 
view  of  the  difficulty  they  had  at  present  in 
honouring  prescriptions  upon  which  glucose 
was  included. 

Mr.  Strachey  replied :  I  will  see 
whether  an  increased  proportion  of  the 
available  supply  can  be  diverted  to  retail 
chemists,  although  this  can  only  take  place 
at  the  expense  of  some  other  medical  use. 
It  would  be  helpful  if  all  retailers  of 
powdered  glucose  would  take  care  to  sell 
this  scarce  article  only  against  medical 
certificates. 

Mr.  Skinnard  then  asked  :  In  view  of  the 
•fact  that  a  great  number  of  retail  chemists 
.  .  .  are  able  to  honour  only  one  in  ten  of 
National  Health  prescriptions,  will  the 
Minister  consider  enlisting  the  assistance  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  prevent  the 
diversion  of  supplies  for  medical  use  to 
manufacturers?  To  this  question  Mr. 
Strachey's  reply  was :  It  is  of  great  import- 
ance that  these  supplies  should  be  reserved 
for  those  who  need  them,  and  I  will  con- 
sider the  suggestion. 

Glycerin  Exports 

Mr.  W.  S.  Shepherd  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  why  the  tonnage  of 
glycerin  exported  in  1946  was  higher  than 
in  1938,  despite  the  fact  that  many  import^ 
ant  industries  in  this  country  have  had  their 
activities  curtailed  through  lack  of  glycerin 
supplies. 

Mr.  Wilson  (Secretary  for  Overseas 
Trade) :  The  increase  in  1 946  arose  from 
fulfilment  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  of  a 
commitment  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  entered  into  in  1945  when  stocks 
were  substantial  and  there  was  no  reason  to 
anticipate  the  shortage  which  developed 
subsequently.  Other  exports  were  consider- 
ably below  those  of  1938. 

Paper  for  Packaging 

On  May  1 3  Captain  Crowder  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  an 
allocation  of  coal  to  the  paper  mills,  equal

to  their  consumption  in  the  simimer  of 
1946,  represented  an  increase  over  the  50 
per  cent,  allocation  previously  announced  ; 
and  whether  the  new  allocation  would  en- 
sure that  adequate  supplies  of  commercial 
stationery  and  packing  materials  were  avail- 
able to  industry.  Mr.  J.  W.  Belcher  said 
the  increase  would  be  for  the  industry  as  a 
whole.  Paper  production  would,  however, 
continue  to  be  restricted  by  the  quantity  of 
pulp  available. 

Medicated  Soap 

On  May  14  Mr.  B.  Janner  asked  the 
Minister  of  Food  why  medicated  soap  could 
now  only  be  obtained  in  exchange  for 
coupons,  and  whether  he  would  reconsider 
that  ruling,  having  regard  to  the  stringency 
of  the  existing  soap  ration  and  the  import- 
ance of  medicinal  soap  in  the  treatment  of 
many  diseases.  Mr.  John  Strachey  replied 
that  there  had  been  no  change  in  the  prac- 
tice of  permitting  certain  medicated  soaps 
to  be  supplied  against  medical  prescriptions 
ration-free. 

Olive  Oil  Supplies 

On  May  15  Mr.  G.  Daggar  asked  the 
Minister  of  Food  what  steps  he  was  taking 
to  make  olive  oil  available  to  the  increasing 
number  of  persons  to  whom  it  had  been 
recommended.  Dr.  Summerskill  (Parlia- 
mentary Secretary)  replied  that  all  the  olive 
oil  available  was.  and  would  continue  to  be, 
reserved  for  distribution  through  chemists 
until  allocations  could  be  substantially  in- 
creased. The  importers  were  trying  to 
obtain  supplies,  but  the  amount  available 
was  still  small. 

Whooping-cough  Immunisation 

Dr.  Clitherow  asked  the  Minister  o 
Health  on  May  16  why  he  had  approved 
the  provision  by  local  authorities  of  im- 
munisation against  whooping  cough  ;  who 
would  bear  the  cost  ,*  what  was  the  estimated 
expenditure  for  the  full  year ;  with  whom 
he  had  consultations  on  the  matter ;  and  if 
he  would  provide  the  statistical  evidence 
upon  which  his  approval  had  been  sough 
and  given.  Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan  replied 
that  no  general  approval  had  been  given, 
but  he  had  consented,  in  consultation  with 
his  medical  advisers,  to  the  making  of 
their  Qwn  arrangements  by  certain  local 
authorities  for  trials  of  whooping-cough 
immunisation.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Prosecutions  by  the  Society 

(From  the  C.  &  D.,  May  22,  1897,  p.  795) 
He  (the  president)  said  it  was  not  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  seek 
out  cases  of  infraction  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  In  order  to  obtain  evidence  it  was 
necessary  to  procure  purchases  of  poisons, 
and,  having  regard  to  the  natural  reluct- 
ance of  neighbours  to  appear  in  any  subse- 
quent proceedings,  it  was  often  unavoidable 
to  employ  persons  called  by  the  Sheriff 
"  professional  witnesses."  The  points  he 
wished  to  emphasise  were  (i)  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
take  proceedings  against  all  persons  who 
were  infrii;;iging  the  Pharmacy  Acts ;  (2) 
that  proceedings  are  taken  against  the  un- 
qualified assistants  of  registered  chemists 
equally  with  those  of  medical  men  and 
companies  when  the  sales  of  poisons  are 
not  under  the  required  supervision  ;  (3)  that 
in  many  cases,  as  he  had  previously  indi- 
cated, proceedings  were  only  possible 
against  the  person  who  actually  handed  over 
the  poison.  It  was  to  be  hoped  that  before 
long  the  assistant  who  had  been  fined 
would  discover  that  there  was  a  remedy 
provided  by  the  law,  and  that  he  would 
succeed  in  obtaining  compensation  from  his 
employer.  He  protested  against  the 
remark  "  some  private  interest  is  involved."

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PERMANENT  WAVING 

BEFORE  a  cold  hair-waving  process 
is  attempted,  the  hair  must  be  graded 
according  to  its  elasticity  and  ability 
to  absorb  water.  The  more  water  the  hair 
can  absorb,  the  less  alkali  is  required  in  the 
waving.  A  useful  guide  to  the  amounts 
of  alkali  necessary  has  been  given  by  Ness- 
ler,  who  stated  that  hair  absorbing  lOO  per 
cent,  water  requires  solutions  containing  i 
per  cent,  alkali  to  give  it  a  wave  ;  hair  which 
absorbs  lo  per  cent,  water  requires  lo  per 
cent  alkali ;  and  hair  absorbing  20  per  cent, 
water  needs  9  per  cent,  alkali. 

Elasticity  of  Hair 

The  elasticity  of  hair  is  considerable.  Dry 
hair,  for  example,  may  stretch  one-third  of 
its  original  length  without  rupture ;  wetted 
with  cold  water  it  may  stretch  about  twice 
as  far;  but  when  vapour-wetted  (i.e.,  with 
steam)  it  may  stretch  to  about  three  tinies 
its  original  length.  Generally  hair  can,  with 
safety,  be  stretched  about  65  per  cent,  with 
steam,  when,  on  drying,  it  will  return  to  its 
original  length,  provided  no  mechanical 
stretching  is  applied.  Hair  stretched  in 
steam  does  not  curl  unless  "  moulded  "  with 
"  moulds  "  or  "  rods,"  fine  hair  calling  for 
small-diameter  rods,  coarse  hair  for  rods  of 
large  diameter.  Stretching  should  never  be 
taken  beyond  15  per  cent,  for  average  hair. 
The  methods  of  winding  and  heat  applica- 
tion must  also  be  taken  into  consideration. 

To  form  a  wave  the  hair  must  be 
stretched  and  a  strain  on  one  side  of  the 
hair  shaft  created,  thereby  flattening  it 
somewhat.  The  presence  of  water  allows 
greater  stretching,  and  the  application  of 
heat  hastens  the  process,  but  a  combination 
of  alkaline  solutions  and  heat  does  the  work 
still  more  eflfectively.  After  a  certain 
amount  of  exposure  to  heat  and  alkali,  the 
hair  becomes  "  permanently  set  "  or  waved. 
Waving  of  damaged,  dyed  or  bleached  hair 
presents  difficult  problems  to  any  operator, 
and  the  legal  aspect  has  also  to  be 
considered. 

Cold  permanent  waving  may  be  achieved 
by  the  following  method  :  —  ^ 

I.      The  hair  is  first  cleansed  from  all 
insoluble  soap  residues,  and  residual  fats 
and  oils  by  the  aid  of  soapless  foaming 
shampoo.   A  typical  formula  is:  — 

Sulphonated  castor  oil    ...        ...  50 

Industrial  or  perfumery  spirit    ...  15 
Distilled  water    ...        ...        ...  30 

Triethanolamine  ...        ...  5 


BY  A  COLD  PROCESS 

2.  Next  a  test  curl  is  made  with  a  6  or 
10  per  cent,  solution  of  ethanolamine  thio- 
glycollate  (or  thioglycollic  acid,  or  its  am- 
monium, sodium,  or  potassium  salts)  assess- 
ing the  exact  time  of  processing.  The  usual 
period  is  from  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes.  The 
reaction  is  arrested  at  the  desired  moment 
by  means  of  a  fixing  solution,  a  typical  for- 
mula for  which  is :  — 

Hydrogen  peroxide  (20  volumes) 

500  c.c. 

Tartaric  acid        ...        ...      30  gm. 

Distilled  water     ...        ...    500  c.c. 

A  fixing  solution  may  also  be  prepared  from 
citric  acid  or  chlorates.  The  approximate 
time  of  fixation  is  ten  minutes.  Heat  is  pro- 
duced during  the  process. 

3.  The  remainder  of  the  curls  are 
wetted  and  the  reaction  allowed  to  con- 
tinue for  the  same  period  as  the  test  curling 
time,  fixing  being  carried  out  as  before. 

4.  Finally  the  whole  head  is  "  stripped," 
rinsed  and  wave-set  in  the  usual  manner. 

An  alternative  method  is  to  use,  instead 
of  rods,  a  paper  impregnated  with  a  solu- 
tion of  sulphonated  castor  oil,  one  part,  and 
water,  ten  parts.  The  paper  must  be  almost 
dry  before  using,  and  the  method  requires 
practice  before  good  results  can  be  obtained 
with  certainty. 

To  tighten  a  wave  an  acid  rinse  is  used. 
Tinting,  if  desired,  is  carried  out  before  the 
cold  wave  process.— J.B. 

USES  OF  KHELLiN 

Khellin^  a  principle  which  has  been  ex- 
tracted from  the  seeds  of  Ammi  visuaga  (an 
umbelliferous  plant  growing  in  Eastern 
Mediterranean  regions),  causes  "conspicuous 
and  long  "  relaxation  of  the  visceral  smooth 
muscle,  especially  the  ureters,  and  in  1945 
was  shown,  further,  to  be  a  powerful  cor- 
onary vasodilator,  not  affecting  blood  pres- 
sure or  increasing  the  oxygen  requirements 
of  the  heart.  Intramuscular  injections  of 
100  mgm.  or  doses  of  50-100  orally  have  had 
"  encouraging  "  results  in  the  treatment  of 
angina,  while  in  bronchial  asthma  its  action 
is  not  so  prompt  as  that  of  ephedrine  or 
adrenaline,  but  is  more  lasting.  The  prin- 
ciple has  been  found  to  be  a  di-methoxy- 
methylfurano-chromone.  A  colorimetric 
method  of  standardisation  based  on  the  pink 
colour  produced  by  the  principle  on  treat- 
ment with  potassium  hydroxide  has  been 
devised  by  Anrep,  Barsoum  and  others 
("  Lancet,"  April  26,  p.  557).

.   Canadian   contemporary  published  in 
Britain,  "  Canada's  Weekly,"  took  British 
yta    ;xporters  to  task  in  its  April  25  issue  for 
number  of  alleged  shortcomings.  Since 
iny  criticisms  may  lead  to  constructive 
ction  they  are  worth  examining.  When, 
addition,    they    are    put   forward  on 
grounds  that  "  Britain's  recovery  to  health 
1  essential  to  Canada's  continued  pros- 
erity  "  they  deserve  to  be  considered  in  an 
qually  friendly  spirit.   Briefly  summarised, 
he  points  made,  with  our  own  comments, 
are  as  follows  :  — 

That  exporters,  at  present  able  to  sell 
without   the   need  for  advertising,  are 
neglecting  to  secure  publicity  that  will  be 
essential  as  a  seller's  market  turns  gradu- 
ally into  a  buyer's  market. 
We  are  fully  alive  to  the  advantages  of 
advertising.   How  could  we  be  otherwise  as 
publishers  of  a  trade  weekly?    But  it  can- 
not be  overlooked  that  space  bookings  in 
American  and  Canadian  papers  would  in- 
volve  expenditure   of   the   very   "  hard  " 
currencies  which  it  is  one  aim  of  the  export 
drive  to  conserve  and  if  possible  accumu- 
late.      The     possibilities     of  broadcast 
publicity  from  Britain,  which  can  be  paid 
for  in  sterling,  may  be  worth  exploring,  if 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  could 
be  persuaded  to  adopt  in  its  overseas  pro- 
grammes a  policy  directly  contrary  to  its 
policy  in  home  broadcasting.   For  the  rest, 
the  answer  seems  to  lie  in  such  media  as 
the  C.  &  D.  Export  Review,  which  cer- 
tainly  provides  no  evidence  at  present  that 
manufacturers  are  reluctant  to  advertise : 


the  publisher's  problem  is  to  find  enough 
paper  to  meet  the  demands  of  advertisers. 

2.  That  they  have  made  no  allowance  for 
duplication  of  orders  by  overseas  buyers 
{''If  a  buyer  places  orders  for  100  cycles 
with  ten  sellers,  his  requirements  are  still 
100  cycles,  not  1,000  "). 

What  the  British  manufacturer  can  do 
about  orders  duplicated  with  other  firms  is 
not  clear.  Even  if  he  knew  that  an  order 
he  had  received  had  also  been  placed  with 
a  competitor,  he  could  hardly  fail  to  act  on 
the  assumption  that  his  own  prompt  atten- 
tion to  it  would  give  him  a  competitive 
advantage.  Some  help  might  perhaps  be 
organised  by  trade  associations  in  collecting 
information  on  which  the  true  extent  of 
overseas  demand  could  be  accurately 
assessed.  Already,  we  must  suppose,  British 
official  trade  representatives  abroad  are 
endeavouring  to  secure  just  such  informa- 
tion. On  the  long  view,  however,  hope  must 
lie  in  the  knowledge  that,  assuming  a  suc- 
cessfully applied  policy  of  working  towards 
highfer  living  standards  in  backward  coun- 
tries, world  demand  is  not  within  sight  of 
being  saturated. 

3.  That  quality,  in  some  instances  higher 
{e.g.  in  length  of  life)  than  the  buyer 
demands,  is  in  other  fields  so  poor  as  to 
bring  discredit  on  the  label  "  Made  in 
Britain." 

Some  too  good,  and  some  too  poor?  And 
nothing  between?  It  seems  unlikely.  There 
really  is  no  way,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  of 
keeping  poor-quality  goods  off  the  market, 
even  in  Canada,  except  buyers'  refusal  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  them.  We  deplore 
that  the  words  "  Made  in  Britain  "  should 
become  associated  in  any  buyer's  mind  with 
inferior  goods  and  hope  that  the  makers  of 
first-quality  merchandise  will  keep  overseas 
markets  sufficiently  well  supplied  to  prove 
that  the  words  do  usually  indicate  products 
worth  buying. 

4.  That   design  is  in   the  British  style, 
rather  than  in  the  styles  of  the  overseas 
destination  of  the  article  exported. 
Here  we  must  join  issue  with  the  critics. 

It  was  by  concentrating  on  their  own 
national  characteristics  or  natural  advan- 
tages that  American  automobiles,  or 
Canadian  breakfast  foods,  or  French  per- 
fumes built  up  their  overseas  reputations. 
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By  the  same  token,  concentration  on  the 
best  Britain  can  produce  seems  to  us  the 
only  poKcy  to  pursue.  An  Englishman  can 
hardly  hope  to  be  so  good  a  Canadian  as 
the  man  who  is  Canada-born,  yet  he  may 
hope  to  demonstrate  that  there  are  merits  in 
an  English  product,  if  in  fact  there  are. 

5.  That  the  packaging  of  British  goods, 
whatever  their  quality,  is  inferior  to  that 
of  the  American  and  Canadian  merchan- 
dise with  which  they  are  competing. 
On  the  subject  of  labelling  and  packag- 
ing we  admit  that  there  is  much  room  for 
improvement.     When   paper   is   in  short 
supply,  that  is  the  time  when  the  greatest 
thought  should  be  given  to  its  use.   A  label 
may,  indeed,  often  be  made  better  by  being 
made  smaller,  as  has  been  proved  in  the 
skilful  presentation  of  many  French  and 
American  manufactured  goods. 

6.  Prices  are  too  high. 

Ultimately,  the  only  way  to  produce  at 
a  competitive  price  is  by  producing  for 
home  and  export  demands  simultaneously, 
a  development  much  to  be  desired  but  not 
possible  in  Britain  at  present.  But  is  the 
fault  always  with  the  British  manufacturer? 
A  correspondent  to  "  The  Times  "  recently 
drew  attention  to  an  article  of  furniture 
which  was  being  exported  at  £120  but 
whose  selling  price  in  the  United  States  was 
£390.  Under  such  conditions,  British  ex- 
ports can  never  reach  the  levels  which  our 
Canadian  friends  admit  are  essential  for 
Britain's  survival. 

7.  Not  enough  visits  are  paid  by  British 
manufacturers  to  the  territories  in  which 
they  are  endeavouring  to  sell  their  wares. 
We  certainly  echo  the  hope  that  British 

exporters  will  make  more  frequent  visits 
abroad,  although  we  are  well  aware  of  the 
reason  they  do  not.  Inadequate  resources  in 
manpower  compel  them  to  concentrate  on 
manufacturing  and  production  problems. 
Time  taken  to  get  away  from  the  trees  and 
take  a  look  at  the  wood  as  a  whole  may, 
however,  be  at  the  present  juncture  a  most 
profitable  procedure,  and  we  hope  British 
exporters  will  not  only  try  to  fit  in  more 
overseas  calls  but  also  searchingly  examine 
the  many  other  criticisms  put  forward  in 
such  a  constructive  and  friendly  spirit  by 
our  well-wisher  in  the  oldest  Dominion  of 
the  British  Commonwealth. 
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A  Distinguished  Scientist  Passes 

In  the  number  of  pioneer  workers  it  has 
contributed  to  the  world  of  science  Britain's 
record  is  outstanding,  and  among  them  noi 
name  has  been  held  in  higher  esteem  in 
recent  times,  perhaps,  than  that  of  Sir 
Frederick  Gowland  Hopkins,  F.R.S.,  whose 
death  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  is  announced 
with  profound  regret  on  p.  585.  The  early 
experiments  of  Sir  Frederick  in  nutrition 
are  regarded  as  classics.  They  had  extended 
over  several  years  when  he  published,  in 
1912,  the  now  famous  paper  which  proved 
the  existence  of  the  "  accessory  food 
factors"  afterwards  called  "vitamines"  (the 
word  was  coined  by  another  worker,  Funk), 
finally  converted  to  "  vitamins."  Hopkins' 
experiments  demonstrated  that,  fed  upon 
a  diet  of  perfectly  pure  caseinogen,  starch, 
cane  sugar,  lard  and  inorganic  salts,  rats 
declined  in  health  and  finally  died,  but  that 
a  very  small  allowance  of  milk  sufficed  to 
induce  normal  growth.  Discussing  his 
results,  he  remarked,  "  It  is  possible  that 
what  is  absent  from  artificial  diets  and  sup- 
plied by  such  addenda  as  milk  and  tissue 
extracts  is  of  the  nature  of  an  organic  com- 
plex (or  of  complexes)  which  the  animal 
body  cannot  synthesise.  But  the  amount 
which  seems  sufficient  to  secure  growth  is 
so  small  that  a  catalytic  or  stimulative 
function  seems  more  likely.  ...  If  the 
attachment  of  such  indispensable  functions 
of  specific  accessory  constituents  of  diets  is 
foreign  to  modern  views  upon  nutrition,  so 
also  is  the  experimental  fact  that  young 
animals  fail  to  grow  when  they  are  absorb- 
ing daily  a  sufficiency  of  formulative 
material  and  energy  for  the  purpose  of 
growth."  Even  earlier,  in  1906,  he  had 
written,  "  No  animal  can  live  upon  a  mix- 
ture of  pure  protein,  fat  and  carbohydrate, 
and  even  when  the  necessary  inorganic 
material  is  carefully  supplied  the  animal 
still  cannot  flourish.  ...  It  is  certain  that 
there  are  many  minor  factors  in  all  diets 
of  which  the  body  takes  account." 

From  these  early  and  acute  observations 
the  present  accumulation  of  knowledge  of 
accessory  food  factors  has  developed  and  it 
is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  status  of 
the  scientist  who  made  the  fundamental 
discovery  has  not  diminished  but  increased 
in  proportion.    At  his  death  Sir  Frederick 
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of  course,  reached  an  age  at  which  his

est  African  Oilseeds  Production 

rE  report  of  a  Mission  appointed  to  in- 
ire  into  the  production  and  transport  of 
?etable  oils  and  oilseeds  produced  in  the 
Pst  African  Colonies  was  published  re- 
ntly  (Colonial  No.  211,  H.M.  Stationery 
?ice,  price  is.  3d.).  The  Mission  was 
pointed  in  August  1946  by  the  then 
cretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  Mr. 


G.  H.  Hall  (now  Lord  Hall),  and  travelled 
extensively  in  Nigeria,  the  Gold  Coast, 
Sierra  Leone  and  Gambia.  An  introduction 
to  the  report  states  that  the  problems  affect- 
ing the  production  and  export  of  oilseeds  in 
West  Africa  are  threefold :  Agricultural, 
economic  and  transport.  Questions  of  land 
utilisation  and  rural  economy  are  discussed, 
with  real  understanding  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  primitive  peasants  who  farm  these 
territories,  and  an  awareness  of  the  increas- 
ing danger  of  loss  of  fertility  in  many  areas 
from  soil  erosion.  Members  of  the  Mission 
were  in  agreement  on  all  main  issues,  and 
made  recommendations  for  the  improve- 
ments in  the  methods  of  cultivation  and 
harvesting  of  groundnuts,  sesame  and  the 
kernel-producing  palm. 

In  Gambia,  vast  tracts  of  land,  eminently 
suitable  for  groundnuts,  have  not  hitherto 
been  developed,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
the  British  Government  should  give  "  very 
favourable  consideration  "  to  a  proposal  by 
the  Gambia  Government  for  large-scale 
mechanised  production  in  those  areas. 
Shortage  of  kernel-cracking  machines  has 
retarded  the  output  of  palm  oil  in  Nigeria, 
and  it  is  recommended  that,  until  machines 
of  new  design  can  be  obtained,  an  increased 
number  of  an  existing  type  of  machine 
should  be  utilised.  Nigeria  exported 
110,000  tons  of  palm  oil  in  the  1945-46 
season  ;  employing  more  machines,  an  extra 
77,000  tons  could  have  been  exported.

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A  REJOINDER  FROM  THE  P.A.G.B. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  a  statement 
issued  by  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  Great  Britain :  The  "  conclusions  " 
reached  by  the  officials  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  responsible  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  report  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  show  a  complete,  almost  studied, 
disregard  of  the  progress  achieved,  not  only 
by  legislative  measures,  but  to  an  even 
greater  extent  by  the  action  of  trade  associa- 
tions and  organisations  representing  the 
Press  and  other  advertising  media.  The  con- 
tents of  the  report  that  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister  are  not  known,  but  the 
Society  is  understood  to  have  indicated  that 
it  is  not  proposing  to  publish  the  report, 
because  it  may  contain  actionable  matter. 

Facts  Disregarded 

The  suggestion  that  the  position  today  is 
'■  little  less  objectionable  "  than  that  of  over 
thirty  years  ago  is  in  disregard  of  the  facts 
and  contrary  to  speeches  made  from  time  to 
time  by  Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of 
the  Society),  who  has  repeatedly  referred  to 
the  good  work  carried  out  by  the  Proprie- 
tary Association  of  Great  Britain.  Further, 
on  two  occasions  during  the  past  eleven 
years  the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain,  in  collaboration  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  other  bodies  (including 
the  Press),  has  assisted  in  promoting  legisla- 
tive measures  (for  example,  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Appliances  Bill,  1936,  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941).  Is  it 
not  reasonable,  in  such  circumstances,  to 
suggest  that  the  Society  should  have  sought 
to  support  reforms  instead  of  issuing  so 
reckless  a  statement?  In  the  first  in- 
stance, there  is  no  equivocation  in  the  state- 
ment that  "  proprietary  medicines  are 
advertised  in  terms  of  grossest  exaggera- 
tion. .  .  ."  Could  any  statement  be  more 
untrue?  Would  the  Society  level  this  criti- 
cism against  the  large  number  of  proprietary 
medicines  prepared  and  marketed  by  its  own 
members — for  by  this  statement,  the  whole 
trade  is  accused? 

Surely  the  Society  does  not  seriously 
suggest  that  modern  education  is  so  back- 
ward that  a  person  of  average  intelligence 
may  not  be  trusted  to  take  medicines  he 
finds  helpful  to  correct  some  slight  derange- 
ment of  the  body's  function,  or  that  the 
average  man  or  woman  is  unable  to  discern 
when  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  take  his  com- 
plaint to  the  doctor  for  advice  (Nos.  2 
and  3). 

With  regard  to  conclusion  No.  4,  the 
Proprietary  Association,  in  its  Code,  which 


is  supported  by  the  codes  of  the  Newspaper 
Proprietors'  Association  and  the  Newspaper 
Society,  states  :  — 

"  No  advertisement  shall  contain  any 
rnatter  which,  in  its  reasonable  construc- 
tion, can  be  calculated  to  create  fear  or 
apprehension  on  the  part  of  the  reader 
that  he  or  she  is  suffering  or  may,  with- 
out treatment,  suffer  from  any  serious 
ailment," 

The  Association  would  be  interested  to  see 
examples  of  advertisements  issued  by  its 
members  against  which  this  criticism  could 
,be  levelled. 

No  member  of  the  Proprietary  Associa- 
tion would  be  permitted  to  use  a  "testi- 
monial "  if  ?uch  contained  any  statement  or 
claim  which  would  be  contrary  to  the  basic 
principles  of  its  Code.  (No.  5.)  Since  the 
1 94 1  Act  states  in  precise  language  the 
manner  in  which  the  declaration  of  formulas 
shall  be  made,  it  is  diflScult  to  see  how  the 
requirement  can  be  circumvented.  In  any 
event,  it  is  the  statutory  duty  of  the  Society 
to  take  legal  action  in  such  cases.  (No.  12.) 
To  anyone  who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts, j 
the  allegation  that  the  advertising  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  "  derogates  from  the 
principles  of  the  freedom  of  the  Press  "  is, 
ludicrous. 

Full  proof  of  the  continued  progress  that 
has  been  made  can  be  gained  by  comparison 
of  current  advertising  with  what  was  ap- 
pearing only  a  few  years  ago.  One  aspect 
of  the  attack  (for  such  it  may  be  termed)  on 
the  trade  and  advertising  interests  con- 
cerned, which  appears  to  have  been  over- 
looked by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is 
that  the  Society's  members  are  responsible 
for  the  sale  of  the  vast  majority  of  adver- 
tised proprietary  medicines.  When  the 
Society  uses  terms  such  as  "misrepresenta- 
tion," "grossest  exaggeration"  and 
"fraud,"  they  must  remember  that  they  are 
by  implication  attacking  their  own  mem- 
bers, who  invariably  display  proprietary 
medicines  on  their  counters  and  otherwise 
support  their  sales. 

The  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  has  consistently  worked  to  achieve 
co-operation  with  all  representative  bodies, 
and  regrets  that  the  Society  has  elected  to 
issue  its  own  manifesto  without  any  consul- 
tation with  the  Press  or  the  Proprietary 
Association,  Had  this  been  done,  it  is  safe 
to  assume  that  the  result  would  have  been 
more  realistic,  and  would  have  been  devoid 
of  those  inexplicable  extravagances  which 
are  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  report. 
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CHEMISTS  FEDERATION 

MEETING  of  the  Chemists  Federation 
ouncil  was  held  on  May  8,  Mr.  W.  T. 
ristram  (president)  in  the  chair.  Meetings 
f   the   G.F.   Standards   and  Propaganda 
ommittees  had  been  held  on  the  previous 
ay.    A  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  C.F. 
tandards  Committee  was  received  and  its 
ecommendations  approved  and  adopted, 
even  applications  for  manufacturer  mem- 
ership  were  deferred  for  further  considera- 
ion  ;  applications  from  the  following  were

A  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  C.F.  Pro- 
paganda Committee  was  adopted.  Details 
of  a  special  appeal  to  all  members  of  the 
Federation  to  support  a  C.F.  publicity  and 
propaganda  fund  were  received  and 
approved.  A  report  of  a  subcommittee 
appointed  by  the  Council  to  review  existing 
arrangements  for  wholesale  distribution  of 
C.F.  products  and  the  conditions  upon 
which  applications  from  wholesalers  should 
in  future  be  considered,  was  received  and 
adopted.  Seven  applications  for  wholesaler 
membership  were  considered ;  three  were 
not  accepted,  three  were  deferred  for 
further  information  to  be  obtained,  and  the 
following  applicant  was  approved: — Der- 
went  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  41  Siddals 
Road,  Derby. 

FILM  PREMIERE 

Pharmacy  and  its  manufacturing  side 
were  worthily  put  on  the  screen  in 
London  on  May  14  at  a  Press  pre- 
miere of  "  Take  Thou  —  The  Story  of 
Pharmaceutical  Manufacture,"  a  docu- 
mentary sponsored  by  Evans  Medical 
Supplies,  Ltd.  The  film  traced  the  emerg- 
ence of  pharmacists  as  a  class,  the  gradual 
change  from  small-scale  to  manufacturing- 
scale  preparation  of  a  large  number  of 
galenicals  and  medicaments,  and  the  further 
changes  due  to  the  parallel  developments  of 
organic  chemistry  and  chemotherapy.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  glamourise  the  subject, 
and  the  result  was  a  sincere  presentation  of 
many  excellent  "  shots  "  of  work  at  the  shop 


counter,  in  the  Evans  laboratories,  factories, 
warehouses  and  dispatch  departments,  add- 
ing up  to  an  impression  of  steady  progress 
by  the  company  to  become  one  of  the  lead- 
ing British  pharmaceutical  houses.  De- 
signed for  showing  principally  before  audi- 
ences of  overseas  pharmacists,  the  film  is 
also  available  to  branches  and  associations 
in  this  country  on  application  to  the  pub- 
licity department  of  the  company.  Details 
for  bookers  are  :  Length,  2,388  ft. ;  running 
time.  25  min.  ;  on  i6-mm.  and  35-mm. 
sound.  Already  a  copy  has  been  sent  by 
air  to  Australia  to  be  projected  at  the 
Australian  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and 
the  manufacturers  hope  the  film  will  help  to 
overcome  in  many  territories  the  difficulties 
of  securing  effective  publicity  in  the  face  of 
the  current  paper  shortage.  At  the  premiere 
an  introductory  speech  was  made  by  the 
chairman  of  the  company  (Mr.  Ian  Fergus- 
son).  Mr.  Talbot  Davenport  (another 
director)  was  present,  and  in  the  audience, 
in  addition  to  representatives  of  the  phar- 
maceutical, lay  and  "  beauty  "  Press,  were 
members  of  trade  and  professional  phar- 
maceutical organisations,  of  medical  depart- 
ments of  the  Services,  and  veterinarians. 

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Art  of  Soap  Making. — Alexander 
Watt.  7i  X  4f  in.  pp.  310.  Technical 
Press,  Ltd.,  Piccancot,  Gloucester  Road, 
Kingston,  Surrey,  los.  6d.  The  period  of 
this  book,  of  which  the  present  impression 
is  the  thirteenth,  is  perhaps  best  indicated 
in  the  following  extract  taken  from  the  in- 
troduction :  — 

"  At  the  present  day  in  most  of  the 
larger  soapworks  the  teachings  of  science 
are  not  only  recognised  but  an  experi- 
enced chemist  is  engaged  ...  In  some 
instances  the  sons  of  members  of  the 
firm  have  been  properly  instructed  in 
chemical  knowledge,  and  to  them  are  en- 
trusted the  scientific  details  of  this  strictly 
chemical  art." 
The  late  author's  explanation  of  the  theory 
of  soap  making  mentions  the  "  remarkable 
change  "  which  results  from  the  "  perfect 
union  "  of  fatty  matters  with  an  alkali,  while 
a  chapter  on  analysis  gives  directions  in 
grains  and  fluid  ounces.    The  chapters  on 
the   manufacture   of   "  Toilet  and  Fancy 
Soaps."  "  Soft  Toilet  Soaps  "  and  "  Medi- 
cated Soap  "  are  likely  to  be  of  greatest  in- 
terest to  the  pharmacist.     They  contain 
details  of  small-scale  processes  and  formulas 
for  soaps  which  can  probably  be  adapted 
to  the  type  of  product  in  demand  today. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


The  May  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was  held 
in  Dublin  on  May  13,  Mr,  J.  K.  Whelehan 
(president)  in  the  chair.  Also  present  were 
Messrs.  P.  A.  Brady,  J.  Gleeson,  G.  C. 
O'Neill,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  T.  B.  O'Sullivan, 
P.  Fullam,  R.  Daly,  J.  D.  Blair,  P.  F. 
McGrath,  T.  C.  Scott,  F.  X.  Meagher, 
N.  A.  P.  McKane,  C.  J.  Cremen,  M. 
Costello,  P.  Brooke  Kelly,  J.  A.  O'Rourke, 
J.  P.  Kissane,  M.  Power,  F.  Loughman, 
T.D.,  and  P.  C.  Cahill. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Gaynor  (law  adviser) 
reported  that  the  Probation  Act  had  been 
applied,  on  payment  of  costs,  in  the  prose- 
cution by  the  Society  of  a  licentiate  for  not 
having  a  qualified  person  in  charge  of  his 
pharmacy. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Department 
of  Justice  approving  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
B.  P.  Hickey  as  examiner  to  the  Assistants' 
examination. 

The  Minister  of  Justice  wrote  approving 
a  change  in  the  examination  regulations 
made  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Council 
(see  C.  &  D.,  April  19,  p.  441).  The 
amended  regulation  empowers  the  board  of 
examiners,  acting  jointly,  to  refer  for  re- 
examination in  one  subject  only  (a)  any 
candidate  who  passes  in  pharmacy  but  fails 
in  one  subsection  only  of  either  chemistry  or 
botany  and  materia  medica,  if  his  general 
information  and  intelligence  appear  to 
justify  it ;  or  (b)  any  candidate  who  receives 
not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  attain- 
able marks  for  the  whole  examination,  who 
passes  in  chemistry  and  in  botany  and 
materia  medica,  but  who  fails  in  one  sub- 
division of  pharmacy. 

Restorations  to  Register 

Two  applications  for  restoration  to  the 
register  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
granted.  The  reports  of  the  House,  Law, 
Schools,  Certificates  and  Declarations  Com- 
mittees were  submitted  and  approved. 

The  examiners  reported  that,  of  forty- 
four  candidates  who  had  presented  them- 
selves for  the  Licence  examination,  nineteen 
had  passed,  and  one  had  been  referred  in 
pharmacy  under  the  new  regulation.  Of 
the  forty-seven  candidates  who  had  pre- 
sented themselves  for  the  Assistants'  examin- 
ation, twenty-five  had  passed.  One  candi- 
date who  had  entered  for  the  Registered 
Druggist  examination  had  been  unsuccess- 
ful. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr  (registrar)  reported  on  the

Mr.  J.  K.  Carvill,  M.P.S.I.,  was  elected 
examiner  in  pharmacy  to  the  Licence  exam- 
ination for  the  year  ending  November  i, 
1948,  and  Mr.  A.  F.  Collins,  M.P.S.L, 
B.Sc,  examiner  in  botany  and  materia 
medica  to  the  Licence  examination  for  the 
year  ending  August  i,  1948. 

The  following  changes  of  address  were 
notified  :  Mr.  A.  E.  Digan,  M.P.S.L,  to  1 1 
Howth  Road,  Sutton,  co.

Appointment  of  Registrar 

The  Council  considered  applications  from 
fifteen  men  applicants  and  one  woman  for 
the  post  of  registrar  to  the  Society.  Mr. 
McKane  pointed  out  that  the  personality 
as  well  as  the  academic  qualifications  of  the 
candidates  must  be  considered.  The 
President  thought  a  special  subcommittee 
should  be  appointed  to  interview  the  candi- 
dates, determine  their  respective  qualifica- 
tions, and  report  back  to  the  Council.  Mr. 
McKane  agreed.  On  the  motion  of  the 
President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brady  (vice- 
president),  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  following  selection  committee 
should  be  appointed  to  interview  candidates 
and  make  the  necessary  recommendation  to 
the  Council :  The  honorary  officers  of  the 
Society  with  Messrs.  M.  Costello,  T.  C. 
Scott,  C.  J.  Cremen,  P.  C.  Cahill,  F.  X. 
Meagher,  and  F.  Loughman,  T.D. 

Mr.  Meagher  said  the  Council  would  be 
stultifying  itself  if  it  appointed  a  man  who 
was  not  a  member  of  the  Society.  None  of 
the  applicants  was  ineligible  for  member- 
ship. The  appointment  of  a  registrar  was 
possible  only  because  the  Society  had  mem- 
bers. The  President  said  that  while  a 
candidate  should  not  be  victimised  because 
he  was  not  a  member,  if  the  choice  lay  be- 
tween a  member  and  a  non-member  who 
was  slightly  better,  he  would  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  choosing  the  member.  Mr. 
O'Sullivan  pointed  out  that  the  advertise- 
ment had  required  applicants  to  be  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  but  had  not  stipulated 
membership  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Kissane 
suggested  a  system  of  marking  under  which 
extra  marks  would  be  given  for  membership. 
Mr.  Daly  agreed  but  he  did  not  think  a 
licentiate  should  be  penalised. 
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The  licence  certificates  of  the  following 
ere  signed  and  sealed  :  William  Bernard 
urson,  Bridget  Murphy,  Daniel  Hegarty 
nd  Robert  Joseph  Nutty.    The  following 
ere  elected  members  of  the  Society :  Mrs. 

Butler,  Mr.  L.  J.  Gurran,  Miss  R.  D. 
"ulligan,  and  Miss  M.  O'Malley.  Mr. 
.  B.  Martin  was  elected  an  associate  drug- 
ist.  The  following  were  nominated  for 
embership :  Mr.  M.  Byrne,  Miss  T.  F. 
lis,  and  Miss  M.  McSweeney. 

Mr.  Daly  asked  that  the  results  of  the 
re-registration  examination  being  held  in 
ork  on  June  17  should  be  issued  without 
ndue  delay. 

Mr.  McKane  said  he  had  noticed  that  a  new 
ublic  Health  Bill  was  now  passing  through 
the  Dail ;  had  any  representations  been 
lade  to  the  Minister  on  the  matter?  The 
President  said  that  representatives  of  the 
Society  had  had  two  interviews  with  the 
Minister  but  the  Bill  had  not  been  discussed 
"n  detail.      Mr.  McKane  said  he  had  ob- 


served that  it  was  intended  to  retain  those 
clauses  of  the  original  bill  which  had 
caused  so  much  anxiety  amongst  chemists. 
He  thought  the  Council  should  get  a  copy  of 
the  Bill  and  attempt  to  have  amended 
before  it  was  too  late  the  clauses  to  which 
the  Society  objected.  Mr.  Brady  thought 
a  committee  should  be  appointed  to  study 
the  relevant  sections  and  to  suggest  amend- 
ments. It  was  agreed  on  the  motion  of  the 
President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brady,  that 
a  subcommittee  should  be  set  up  to  study 
the  Public  Health  Bill.  The  subcommittee, 
consisting  of  the  officers  and  Messrs.  F.  X. 
Meagher,  N.  A,  McKane,  F.  Loughman, 
T.D.,  and  M.  Costello,  would  meet  the  day 
following  the  Council  meeting.  It  was 
agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Power,  that 
as  from  July,  the  Assistants'  examinations 
should  begin  on  Tuesdays  instead  of  Mon- 
days. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  held  following  the  Council  meet- 
ing, several  grants  were  passed  for  payment. 


NORTHERN  IRELAND  STATUTORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  ap- 
pointed under  the  Medicines,  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1945,  sat 
for  the  first  time  in  Belfast  on  May  9  to 
consider  the  case  of  Thomas  Edward  Steph- 
enson, registered  druggist,  Wellington 
Street,  Belfast,  who  was  convicted  by  the 
Belfast  Commission  in  October  1946  of  a 
criminal  offence.  The  chairman  of  the 
Committee  was  Mr.  W.  F.  Patton,  K.C., 
who  sat  with  Messrs.  Walter  C.  Tate,  James 
McDowell,  Charles  Abernethy  and  J. 
Trevor  Nicholl  (past-presidents  of  the 
Society),  with  Mr.  W.  Gorman  as  clerk. 

Committee's  Powers 

The  Society's  solicitor  said  that  the  in- 
quiry was  called  under  Section  13  of  the 
1945  Act.  Under  that  Act,  if  a  registered 
person,  or  a  person  employed  by  him  in  the 
carrying  on  of  his  business,  is  convicted  of 
such  a  criminal  offence,  or  found  guilty 
of  such  misdemeanour  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee,  has  rendered  him  unfit  to 
be  on  the  register,  the  Committee  has 
power  to  direct  the  registrar  to  strike  his 
name  off  the  Register,  Documents  were 
produced  to  prove  that  Stephenson,  a  reg- 
istered druggist,  was  convicted  of  the  man- 
slaughter of  a  girl  and  sentenced  to  six 
years'  penal  servitude  (later  reduced  to  four 
years).  In  reply  to  Mr.  Patton,  who  said 
that  manslaughter  in  itself  was  not  such  an 


offence  as  was  mentioned  under  the  Section, 
it  was  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  that 
evidence  given  at  the  trial  was  of  man- 
slaughter caused  by  an  illegal  operation. 
On  behalf  of  Stephenson,  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  he  intended,  if  he 
could  do  so  within  the  framework  of  the 
law,  to  carry  his  case  to  the  highest  tribunal 
in  the  land,  but  the  fiat  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  which  was  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, was  not  at  that  date  forthcoming. 
There  were  facts  in  the  case,  it  was  urged, 
that  might  lead  the  Committee  to  exercise 
discretion  as  empowered  under  the  Act. 
The  first  was  that  Stephenson,  who  was  now 
sixty-two  years  of  age,  had  been  in  business 
in  Belfast  since  1904  without  any  reflection 
having  been  cast  upon  him.  The  most  ex- 
tensive and  deliberate  inquiries  had  been 
made  by  the  police,  and  there  was  no  sug- 
gestion of  any  illicit  dealings  by  him,  nor 
was  it  a  case  of  attempting  to  procure  an 
abortion  by  the  administering  of  drugs 
which  came  into  his  possession  as  a  drug- 
gist. If  he  had  been  a  professional  abor- 
tionist the  sum  of  money  in  the  case,  which 
was  about  £2,  would  have  been  much  more 
and  it  was  not  likely  that  Stephenson  would 
risk  his  name  and  reputation  for  such  a 
trivial  sum.  It  was  suggested  that  this  was 
an  isolated  instance,  in  which  Stephenson 
succumbed  to  help  relieve  the  girl  of  pain 
at  the  request  of  others.  Stephenson,  when 
released  from  prison,  would  be  sixty-six 
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years  of  age,  and  without  means  of  liveli- 
hood. He  would  have  purged  his  crime  by 
serving  his  term  of  imprisonment,  during 
which  he  would  not  be  able  to  practise,  and 
it  was  suggested  that  that  was  a  sufficient 
penalty.  No  harm  or  danger  would  be 
caused  to  the  public  during  that  period  if 
the  Committee  exercised  its  discretion  and 
retained  his  name  on  the  Register. 

After  a  retirement,  the  decision  of  the 
Committee  was  announced.  Mr.  Patton 
said  the  members  had  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  was  no  alternative  for  them 
but  to  remove  Stephenson's  name  from  the 
Register.    The   offence  was   serious,  and 


they  were  not  at  liberty  to  consider  for  one 
moment  whether  the  conviction  was  proper 
or  not.  They  had  listened  carefully  to  the 
pleas  put  forward  for  Stephenson,  and  were 
convinced  that  there  were  elements  in  the 
case  that  called  for  sympathy.  It  also  ap- 
peared that  Stephenson's  action  had  not 
been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  gain  but 
possibly  in  the  mistaken  belief  that  he  was 
helping  someone.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Committee  could  not,  in  the  public  interest, 
and  in  the  interest  of  the  Society,  condone 
the  offence  in  any  way.  With  some  regret 
from  a  personal  point  of  view,  they  must 
find  as  stated. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 


In  the  absence  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Gray,  J. P. 
(president),  through  illness,  Mr.  John 
McGregor  (vice-president)  was  in  the  chair 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  held  in  Belfast  on  May  i6.  Also 
present  were  Messrs.  J.  Glendinning.  W.  H. 
Boyd,  H.  F.  Moore,  C.  Abernethy,  Walter 
C.  Tate,  James  McDowell,  Professor 
E.  B.  C.  Mayrs  and  Mr.  W.  Gorman  (secre- 
tary). Apologies  were  received  from  Messrs. 
I.  E.  Connor,  J.P.,  J.  Irwin,  P.  R.  W. 
Shinner,  F.  R.  Moore,  J.P.,  and  H.  H. 
Cowzer  (treasurer). 

Examiners  Approved 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Ministry 
of  Home  Affairs  had  approved  the 
examiners  appointed  for  the  Society's 
examinations  in  1947.  Notice  was  also  re- 
ceived from  the  Ministry  that  certain  drugs 
had  been  scheduled  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  (see  p.  580). 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  clerk  of  the 
Statutory  Committee  stating  that,  following 
an  inquiry,  it  had  been  directed  that  the 
name  of  Thomas  Edward  Stephenson,  re- 
gistered druggist.  1 7  Wellington  Street, 
Belfast,  should  be  removed  from  the 
register  (see  above). 

Certificates  of  apprenticeship  were 
granted  to  the  following :  Robert  Leo 
Lamont,  Belfast ;  Donal  Joseph  McSorley, 
Omagh ;  John  Stanley  Hamilton.  Belfast ; 
Michael  James  McAteer,  Strabane ; 
Dorothy  Jane  Owens,  Belfast ;  and  Francis 
John  Irwin  Jackson,  Carryduff. 

Professor  Bell  (Belfast  College  of  Tech- 
nology) wrote  stating  that  a  number  of 
students  for  the  forthcoming  Part  I  exami- 
nation would  not  have  had  the  requisite 


number  of  hours  of  study  because  they  had 
begun  their  courses  under  the  old  syllabus. 
It  was  recommended  by  the  Education 
Committee  that  the  hours  should  be  made 
up  where  it  was  considered  that  students 
had  a  reasonable  chance  of  success.  The 
minutes  were  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Tate,  seconded  by  Mr.  Abernethy. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Glendinning, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Boyd,  it  was  decided  to 
make  a  grant  of  £24  lis.  8d.  to  the  Lon- 
donderry Technical  School  for  the  pro- 
vision of  apparatus  for  zoology  classes  for 
pharmaceutical  students. 

A  motion  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Cowzer 
to  contribute  £105  to  the  Centenary  En- 
dowment Fund  of  Queen's  University, 
Belfast,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
money  should  be  used  to  further  the  study 
of  pharmaceutics  in  the  University,  was 
postponed  owing  to  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Cowzer,  The  minutes  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee were  adopted  on  the  motion  of 
Messrs.  Boyd  and  Abernethy. 

It  was  stated  that  a  deputation 
appointed  to  see  the  Ministry  about  the 
facilities  available  at  the  Belfast  College  of 
Technology  had  not  yet  paid  a  further  visit 
to  Stormont. 

It  was  decided  that  a  letter  should  be 
sent  to  the  Medical  Committee  of  Northern 
Ireland  expressing  regret  at  the  death  of 
the  Committee's  representative  on  the 
Council  (Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson).

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THE  FEET  AND  THE  PHARMACIST 

By  C.  B.  HOLLIDAY,  M.P.S. 
4.  SOME  NOTES  ON  ATHLETES'  FOOT 


HE  condition  known  as  athletes' 
foot  was  first  recognised  in  1892  ; 
today  it  is  familiar  to  all  pharma- 
sts.  The  affection  is  widespread  in 
urope  and  America,  and  in  many  other 
arts  of  the  world  (as  indicated  by  such 
ames  as  Hong-Kong  toe).  Athletes'  foot 
as  an  infection  of  major  importance  dur- 
g  the  war,  both  at  home,  owing  to  over- 
rowding  in  air-raid  shelters  and  overseas 
mong  the  Services.  It  is  far  more  preva- 
nt  than  is  generally  realised. 

ause  and  Signs  of  Condition 

The  pharmacist  is  frequently  called  upon 
o  advise  on  its  treatment,  and  although  it 
s  a  subject  which  is  more  in  the  province 
f  the  doctor    than    that    of    either  the 
harmacist  or  chiropodist,  it  may  be  of 
alue  to  consider  in  some  detail  its  appear- 
nce   and   treatment.      The  condition  is 
aused  by  a  fungus,  usually  a  species  of 
■pidermophyton,  and  spreads  to  the  soles 
f  the  feet  from  the  toe  clefts.   An  advanc- 
ng  edge  of  itching  pustules   is  a  good 
'iagnostic  point.     Red,  moist  and  tender 
reas    are    left,   and    these    become  very 
nflamed.  Secondary  infections  are  some- 
times set  up  which,  though  due  to  the 
fungus,  do  not  show  the  organism  when 
epidermal  scrapings  are  examined  micro- 
scopically.    When  the  fungus  is  removed, 
these  secondary  lesions  disappear  after  a 
time  ;  they  do  not  readily  respond  to  fungi- 
cides or  antiseptics.  Indeed,  the  eczematous 
area  is  often  irritated  by  chemicals,  so  that 
its  recognition  is  essential  for  proper  treat- 
ment. 

Many  cases  of  chronic  athletes'  foot  are 
due  to  secondary  infections  that  have  been 
irritated  by  improper  treatment  rather  than 
to  the  retention  of  the  fungus  under  the 
hard,  horny  epidermal  layer.  Treatment  is 
usually  of  three  kinds  :  — 

1.  Disinfection  of  socks  and  shoes. 

2.  Eradication  of  the  fungus. 

3.  Treatment  of  any  secondary  infection. 
Disinfection  is  best  performed   by  the 

vapour  of  formaldehyde,  which  kills  both 
the  fungal  hyphse  and  the  spores.  The 
patient  should  be  advised  to  change  his 
socks  and  shoes  regularly,  every  day  if 
possible.  The  infectious  nature  of  the 
disease  should  be  stressed,  and  the  necessity 
for  great  care  in  the  use  of  face  flannels, 
towels,  etc..  when  the  feet  are  washed,  in 


order  to  avoid  transmitting  the  fungus  to 
uninfected  persons.  On  no  account  should 
the  patient  be  allowed  to  walk  about  in  his 
bare  feet,  as  this  is  one  of  the  commonest 
ways  by  which  the  fungus  is  passed  on  to 
other  individuals.  The  capacity  to  kill  the 
fungus  varies  with  the  substance  used,  but 
the  application  of  almost  any  antiseptic  or 
fungicide  has  a  destructive  effect  upon  the 
organism.  Perhaps  the  most  popular 
remedy  is  Whitfield's  ointment  (ung.  acid, 
benz.  CO.),  and  excellent  results  are  obtained 
by  its  use.  The  ointment  is  unsuitable 
where  there  is  copious  weeping  of  the 
lesions,  and  it  is  as  well,  before  using  it,  to 
dry  the  feet  by  bathing  them  in  dilute 
solutions  of  potassium  permanganate,  or  by 
painting  them  with  a  0.5  per  cent,  solution 
of  gentian  violet  in  spirit.  10  per  cent, 
tannic  acid  in  liq.  acriflavinae  can  be  recom- 
mended when  the  infection  is  associated 
with  hyperidrosis. 

The  so-called  "  gentian  violet  sock,'" 
whereby  the  whole  of  the  foot  is  painted 
with  gentian  violet  solution,  is  useful  in 
chronic  cases.  Good  results  have  also  been 
obtained  with  gentian  violet  jelly  and  solu- 
tions in  water  or  spirit.  The  main  disad- 
vantage of  dyestuflfs,  such  as  gentian  violet 
and  brilliant  green  is  their  staining  property, 
which  soils  the  clothes  and  in  addition 
colours  the  skin. 

Mild  Infections 

Mild  infections  may  be  treated  with  mer- 
cury ointment  such  as  ung.  hydrarg. 
ammon,  dil.  Ung.  chrysarobin,  or  prefer- 
ably the  non-staining  ung.  dithranol,  are 
also  prescribed,  and  good  results  have  been 
obtained  from  their  use. 

The  organic  mercurials,  phenyl  mer- 
curic acetate  and  phenyl  mercuric  nitrate, 
are  to  be  recommended.  A  1-5,000  oint- 
ment of  either  compound,  rubbed  into  the 
skin  night  and  morning,  has  been  found 
beneficial.  Pharmacists  are  sometimes  pre- 
sented with  recipes  for  the  so-called  phenol- 
camphor  mixture  of  the  type  phenol.  3  ; 
camphor,  6;  and  liquid  paraffin,  i.  Such 
formulas  should  be  used  with  extreme  care. 
Although  they  often  quickly  clear  epider- 
mo-phtosis,  some  sensitive  skins  react 
strongly,  irritation  being  set  up  and  even 
blisters  formed.  Care  is  particularly  neces- 
sary when  the  preparation  is  required  for 
children's  feet.

North-eastern,  Mr,  A.  N.  Stephenson, 
Wakefield ;  Midland,  Mr.  G.  Bryan,  Bir- 
mingham ;  South-eastern,  Mr.  J.  Billington, 
Windsor.  There  were  no  nominations  for 
the  South-western  district.  A  resolution 
proposed  by  Mr.  D.  H.  S.  Cox  (treasurer), 
authorising  an  increase  in  the  annual  sub- 
scription to  £1  I  OS.,  was  carried  ;  the  Coun- 
cil was  empowered  to  accept  from  members 
joining  on  or  after  October  i  in  any  year, 
an  initial  subscription  of  7s.  6d.  for  that 
year,  while  the  annual  subscription  for 
members  resident  outside  Great  Britain  was 
fixed  at  los.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Coun- 
cil should  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  each 
branch  an  annual  sum  of  not  less  than  5s.

Production  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 


Chemicals  continues  on  a  good  scale  but 
demand  is  still  outpacing  supply  of  many 
items.  Shortages  of  raw  materials  or  of 
containers  are  largely  responsible  for  this 
disparity,  and,  as  far  as  is  possible,  manu- 
facturers are  allocating  supplies  of  their 
products  in  an  effort  to  obtain  fair  distribu- 
tion. Prices  generally  are  unchanged  but 
the  undertone  remains  firm.  Makers  of 
Procaine  and  its  salts  have  agreed  on  a 
schedule  of  prices ;  7-lb.  lots  will  be  charged 
at  44s.  Gd.  per  lb.,  with  other  quantities  in 
proportion. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  quiet  market  persists  and  few  price 
changes  have  been  noted.  Distribution  of 
the  Japanese  Agar  is  expected  to  begin  next 
week ;  prices  have  been  fixed  by  the  agar 
committee.  A  good  inquiry  is  reported  from 
the  Continent  for  agar ;  none  of  the  Japan- 
ese material  is  for  export:  Lower  prices  for 
Cape  Aloes,  for  shipment,  have  been  asked 
but  little  business  has  been  transacted. 
Benzoin  has  been  in  good  request ;  prices 
remain  unchanged.  A  fair  business  has 
been  negotiated  in  Calumba  and  spot  stocks 
are  stated  to  be  much  reduced.  A  good  in- 
quiry has  been  noted  for  Cascara  sagrada  : 
shipment  prices  for  new  season's  bark  vary 
considerably,  Cascarilla  continues  to  be 
inactive.  A  shipment  of  Dragons  blood 
is  expected  to  arrive  shortly.  Lower  prices 
are  asked  for  Brazilian  Menthol  ;  Chinese 
is  quoted  at  slightly  easier  prices  by  some 
holders.  Shipment  prices  for  Quassia  are 
now  available.  Shellac  is  an  easier  market. 
Bees'  wax  is  selling  at  higher  values. 
There  has  been  a  sharp  decline  in  the  quota- 
tions for  Carnauba  wax.  Forward  quota- 
tions for  Italian  produce  are  easier,  reflect- 
ing the  improved  exchange  position. 

Essential  and  Expressed  Oils 

Few  changes  have  occurred  and  business 
continues  on  a  routine  scale.  As  new 
arrivals  of  Ceylon  Citronella  have  come 
forward  spot  quotations  have  eased  slightly. 
Lemongrass  is  also  cheaper  on  the  spot. 
English-distilled  Nutmeg  oil  is  now  quoted 
at  65s.  per  lb.  for  small  quantities. 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  controlled 
rates  for  Refined  Edible  Oils  for  the 
eight-week  period  from  May  25  to  July  19. 

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  May  16 

The  easing  of  prices  of  industrial  chemicals 
is  not  expected  to  continue,  since  production 
of  many  materials  is  still  falling  behind 
domestic  requirements.    In  the  Pharma- 


ceutical Chemicals  markets  few  changes 
have  been  noted.  Qviotations  for  Silver 
nitrate  have  been  reduced,  reflecting  a  de- 
cline in  the  price  of  the  basic  metal. 
Stearic  acid  has  also  been  reduced  follow- 
ing a  decrease  in  tallow  prices.  The  supply 
position  of  Glycerin  has  improved  but  pro- 
ducers are  not  yet  able  to  accept  any  orders 
from  abroad. 

Crude  Drugs  are  cheaper,  reflecting  a 
lack  of  demand  and  not  an  improvement  in 
the  supply  position ;  buyers  appear  to  be 
awaiting  a  return  to  more  normal  price 
levels.  Among  the  few  firm  items  are 
Belladonna,  Colchicum,  Cascara  sagrada, 
Hydrastis  and  Ipecacuanha.  Although  a 
few  odd  lots  of  Menthol  may  still  be  had 
at  $8.35  per  lb.,  the  market  generally  is 
firmer  with  principal  suppliers  asking  $8.50 
to  $8.65.  Few,  if  any,  offerings  are  coming 
out  of  China  and  the  latest  advices  from 
Brazil  indicate  that  replacements  from  that 
country  would  cost  nearly  $9,  duty  paid. 

Increasing  offers  of  a  number  of  Essen- 
tial Oils  brought  about  a  more  competitive 
position  and  resulted  in  further  price  reduc- 
tions during  the  past  week.  Orange  and 
Mint  oils  continue  to  be  in  exceedingly 
short  supply.
